GENERAL STRIKE FEARS 


Fears of a general strike in France 
became more -acute today, as with 
the shutting down of two more rail- 
way stations ‘in Paris, the ‘Invalide 
and Montparnasse, oll railway traffic 
out of tho capital was throttled.

The’ lack of troops in 
Jogjalcarta jg attributed to the fact 
that mort Republican forces are now 
encamped along the “cease fire” 
front. .
